1. ' The Mongolian People’s Revolutionary Party (MNRP) is almost entirely run by 

Mongolians or Buriats* The Central Committee and all city, regional or district 
committees consist only of Mongols. In the Central Committee councilors are 
present who are Spviets and come directly from Moscow* Prior to the dissolution 
of the Comintern the Soviet councilor was called a "representative”* The Comin- 
* form sent a representative who acted In the scone capacity as the Comintern man. 
These persons are sort of liaison officers between the Communist Party in Moscow 
and the MNBP and their orders come directly from Moscow. Soviets do -not appear 
as members of the, PoUtbu^ but. Buriats do. Numerous Buriats are in key positions 
. \ in the Party but their j^sitlpns are such that they never appear too obvious or 
conspicuous* For instance, the: Party secretary in the Central Committee or 
Regional Committee is a Mongol but the second or third secretary Is very often 
- I’ a BurlcLt* In. certain instances; a third secretary may be more important than ' 

^ the first secretary* All of. the Indoctrination and propaganda tasks are * in the 
, * hhnds' of Buriats* This Is xinderstandable because the Buriats have been under 

closer Soviet direction for a much longer per iod than the Mongols* When I was 
in. Ulan Bator in 1930-193*f, Eldeb Ochlr (a' Mongol) was * secretary of the Central 
Camdttee and pugarjab (a Buriat) was second secretary. 
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There were and still are numerous cattle breeders (Arats) who are members of the 
- MNRP as this organization is somewhat different than Communist Parties elsewhere* 
it is possible for Mdngols to Join the. Party and not change their way of living 
much. Mongols are permitted to believe 'in their gods and worship them and private 
. (land or chattels) ownership is j allowed. The. only requirements of members are to 
be watchful and disclose enemies, they must support the government in its campaigns 
and activities, fulfill the various production plans and do something in order to 
I E 0 * i^o^itical horizons (attend political meetings). 
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The Mongols do not have any private international trade nor do private Individuals 
send caravans to China, Tibet, Inner Mongolia or Sinklang, All of the inter- 
national trade is handled by the state monopoly and is done through the mixed 
Soviet -Mongolian state owned corporation called **StQrmony ”. The stockholders 
are the Soviet and Mongolian governments -- each having an equal number of shares. 
Officially the "Stormong" Is headed by the’Mitoistry of Trade and all e:cports 
and imports are handled through this media. 

Industrialization in the' Mongolian People’s Republia (MPR) is still lagging behind. 
There are a few sawmills, several factories making leather goods and wool proces- 
sing plants which are small operations. There is a* combine in Ulan Bator with 
factories making leather goods, wool products, meat products, canned meat 
and milk, glue, and bristle brushes. To my knowledge there are no industrial 
coQ^lexes which could be- classified as either heavy or light metallurgical estab- 
lishments. According to. recent data available to me there are about 10 thousand 
Industrial workers In all of the HER and TOO of these are employed In the coal 
mines of Malalkha.* It Is possible that the figure of 10- thousand Industrial 
worlcers Includes those Mongols who are 'working on the ralliroad connecting .Ulan 
Bator with the Trans-Siberian Railroad. These railroad workers would aH be 
unskilled as would workers In the various miner al, exploitation projects. Soviets 
hold all responsible positions In land and air transportation facilities. 

At present there are no definite signs of the existence, of Psn-Mongolian tendencies 
which mie^t lead to the absorption of Jnner Mongolia. The people of the JMPR are 
’ hesitant to move In this direction beca use of the JLarge Chinese population th at- 
woTild go along thff, pTing^mt lon. _T to MPR would like to take - over the Barga 
region of Manchuria and the border areas of Inner Mongolia in which the Mongol 
population far exceeds the Chinese. There have been no serious Pan-Mdngollan 
manifestations for the last 10 to 15 years. 

The state of literacy la not very good. At present about 20ji of the MPR population 
can reeid after a fashion. Only 10^ of the population have had a primary or 
secondary school education, five per cent have completed hi^ school and only 
about two per cent have a university education (not necessarily graduates). Most 
all of the technical and higher than high school education ^or Mbngola Is con- 
. ducted in .Buriat-Mbngoliah Al^ with a small percentage beizig done in' Moscow. 

It Is possible to get adyance training in Ulan Bator in the field of education, 
langu^e, history, nursing, midwifery and subjects of a non-technical natore. 
Medicine, engineering, technology, mathematics, natural sciences and -physical 
sciences are tau^t only under Soviet sponsorship outside the MPR. The gowrn- 
meht of the MPR is making advances In the education field through the organization 
of a university In Ulan Bator. In 19^-19^^ the number of Mongols going to Moscow 
for study was . about two thousand. 

Itamas and lamaseries still exist in a few places but the number is very small. 

. In Ulan Bator and few of the larger population areas lamaseries still exist 
Just aa in the USSR where there are churches in the urban areas* It Is possible 
■ to* watch and control the religious practices in crowded areas while in- the 
. villages and nomadic areas It would be iTogposslble . While I do not know for 
sure, I presume the ' church in the MPR seirves the same puxpose as in the USSR 
and that it Is .used for political and propaganda activities. 

Only ..superficial Marxist-Iieninist ideas have touched the people of the MPR. Not 
. enou^ tiitte has elapsed for .serious thinkers to be developed and trained in 
Marxlsm-lenlnlsm theory. In time there will be Mtongols who have been thoroug^ily 
indoctrinated as there are many serious students being trained in Moscow now. 

Practically all of the Chinese communities in the MPR were wiped out in 1930-1-932 and 
only small isolated groups remained -- primarily traders. It is not known whether 
Chinese have been invited to return since HER was liberated.
